Washington, April 28.—In a state­ 
m ent Secretary Garrison, pointing to 
the American army scattered in small 
u nits throu ghou t the cou ntry impossi­ 
ble of coalescence for practical in­ 
stru ction In the larger tactical meas­ 
u res of battle, u rged the Importance of 
assembling 
brigades 
and 
divisions 
periodically and temporarily in times 
of peace for war training, pending tho 
adoption of a governmental policy for 
the adequ ate distribu tion of the army. 
Epitomizing his idea the secretary 
said: 
"I hope that war may never come, 
bu t in the present stage ot civilization 
we mu st recognize the possibility and 
it is with this idea in mind that I be­ 
lieve it wou ld be well for the cou ntry 
if ou r legislators wou ld make provi­ 
sion for the annu al assembling of at 
least one division as a school where 
ou r officers might be given that prac­ 
tical training which is so necessary 
to develop and edu cate generals and 
stafr officers. 
We may not need a 
large army, hu t It shou ld be one which 
in organization and training is as near­ 
ly perfect os it is possible to make 
it.” 
Discu ssing the qu estion of a fu tu re 
military policy for the United States, 
Secretary Garrison said it seemed to 
be agreed that there are entirely too 
many army posts at the present time 
and 
that many 
of them 
were 
not 
where they were u sefu l or desirable 
u nder existing conditions. 
“W hether this situ ation shou ld be 
remedied." he continu ed, "by concen­ 
trating the army into a few 
qu ite 
large posts, or into only u s wold per­ 
m it a regiment, at least, to be qu ar­ 
tered in each, I have not as yet formed 
any definite conclu sion in my own 
mind. 


M u c h R oom for A rgum en t. 


"Mu ch may be said effectively u pon 
each side of this qu estion. 
I hope, 
when 1 get the time, to give this m at­ 
ter my earnest consideration w*ith a 
deBire to reach a conclu sion that is 
best for the army, which, of cou rse, 
will be that which is best for the 
cou ntry.” 
The statem ent set forth the primary 
objects which impelled former Secre­ 
tary of W ar Stimson to reo rg an iz e 
the army into the existing scheme of 
brigades and divisions as follows: 
First, the definite assignment of 
commander» , their staff officers and 
organizations to the higher tactical 
u nits 
which heretofore had always 
been done in tim es of stress and con­ 
fu sion and after war had been de­ 
clared or hostilities begu n; and, sec­ 
ond, the higher tactical training of 
the commanders, their staffs and the 
organizations so as to make them ef­ 
fective. 
"The pu rpose of this order, in so far 
as the first object of the order is con 
cerned, has been accomplished," the 
statem ent continu ed. 
“The accom­ 
plishment of the second object of the 
order will not be so immediate or easy 
of execu tion, owing to circu mstances 
over which the army has no control 
and as a resu lt, in large measu re, of 
the necessities which in the past may 
be said to have been vital to the de­ 
velopment of ou r cou ntry. 
The army 
is stationed in many jtosts and in 
many commands 
This scattered con­ 
dition prevents that practical training 
of brigades and divisions and their 
com manders and staffs which is so- 
essential for war pu rposes.”

Mexico City, April 28.—F u rther evi­ 
dence of the aggressiveness of the 
northern rebels was given when sev­ 
eral hu ndred of them, well armed 
and mou nted, captu red the town of 
Vanegas, on the National railway, in 
the state of San Lu is Fotosi. 
They 
cu t the railw’ay to the 
north and 
then moved over to Matheu ala, a min­ 
ing and smelting center. 
Dozens of engagements have oc­ 
cu rred du ring the last week in variou s 
parts of the repu blic. 
The majority 
of these have been victories for the 
federáis, according to reports here, bu t 
in no case have the rebels lost heav­ 
ily. 
The rebels continu e to cover new’ 
territory and cripple transportation fa­ 
cilities. 
More than 2.500 miles of tho 
National railway's system are ou t of 
commission. 
To this is added a long 
stretch of the Sou thern Pacific sou th 
of Gu aymas and other short inde­ 
pendent lines. 
The inability, u p to date, of the gov­ 
ernm ent to float a loan is a seriou s 
handicap, 
bu t 
notwithstanding 
this 
President Hu ertn is doggedly forcing 
the campaign. 
The recent annou nce­ 
ment that the army pay will be 
1V¿ 
pesos a day has been followed by 
fresh efforts to au gment the ranks. 
Volu nteers, for the most part by con­ 
scription, are being obtained here at 
the rate of one hu ndred a day. 
How­ 
ever, the government s campaign ap­ 
pears to be largely defensive.

eral Felix Diaz as candidate for the 
presidency, as a resu lt of the refu sal 
of congress to call the elections on 
Ju ly 27, has practically disappeared 
since President Hu erta and his cab­ 
inet have agreed to make a new ef. 
fort for the holding of the elections.

Governor Johnson met with Attor­ 
ney General Webb and a dozen admin­ 
istration leaders In the legislatu re for 
a general discu ssion of the situ ation 
with regard to Secretary Rryan’s visit, 
bu t no cou rt*© of action was proposed. 
Governor Johnson said afterward that 
everything hinged u pon the desires of 
the state's visitor. 
"I cannot tell when ou r conference 
“111 be held with Secretary Bryan or 
w’hat the notu ra will be, whether pu b­ 
lic or private.” said the governor. 
“In 
tho m atter of arrangem ents of tha t 
kind we are agree« ! that Mr. Bryan’s 
wiahe« will be scru pu lou sly and cheer­ 
fu lly observed, whatever they may be." 
Thera is mu ch specu lation as to the 
form the official visit will take and 
the manner in which Secretary Bryan 
will chooee to Impart his message from 
President Wilson. 


Conference M a y Be Secret. 
It is geo« *rally agreed that if the 
o - 
ratary of state is possessed of informa­ 
tion of a private or diplomatic char­ 
acter he will disclose it only to th« 
governor or to an execu tive meeting 
of the two hou ses of the legislatu re 
sitting together. 
That su ch a Joint 
meeting wou ld be called at his requ est 
is indicat« nl by the statem ent of Gov­ 
ernor Johnson and others. 
Mr. Bryan was met at tho train by

Washington, April 28.— In a state­ 
ment Secretary Garrison, pointing to 
the American army scattered in small 
units throughout the country impossi­ 
ble of coalescence 
for practical in­ 
struction in the larger tactical meas­ 
ures of battle, urged the Importance of 
assembling 
brigades 
ami 
divisions 
periodically and tem porarily in times 
of peace for war training, pending the 
adoption of a governmental policy for 
the adequate distribution of the army. 
Epitom izing 
his idea the 
secretary 
said: 
" I hope that war m ay never come, 
but in Hie present stage ot civilization 
we must recognize the possibility and 
it Is with this idea in mind that I be­ 
lieve it would be well for the country 
lf our legislators would make provi­ 
sion for the annual assembling of at 
least one division as a school where 
our officers might be given that prac­ 
tical training which is so necessary 
to develop and educate generals and 
staff officers. 
W e may not need a 
large army, but it should be one which 
in organization and training is as near­ 
ly perfect as it is possible to make 
it.” 
Discussing the question of a future 
m ilitary policy for the United States, 
Secretary Garrison said it seemed to 
be agreed that there are entirely too 
m any army posts at the present time 
and 
that many 
of them 
were 
not 
where they were useful or desirable 
under existing conditions. 
“ W hether this situation should be 
remedied,” he continued, "by concen­ 
trating the army into a few quite 
large posts, or into only as wold per­ 
m it a regiment, at least, to be quar­ 
tered in each, I have not as yet formed 
any definite conclusion in my own 
mind. 


Much Room for Argument. 


“ Much tuay be said effectively upon 
each side of thiB question. 
I hope, 
when I get the time, to give this mat­ 
ter my earnest consideration with a 
desire to reach a conclusion that is 
best for the army, which, of course, 
w ill be that which is best for the 
country.” 
The statement set forth the prim ary 
objects which impelled former Secre­ 
tary of W a r Stimson to reorganise 
the army into the existing scheme of 
brigades and divisions as follow’s: 
First, 
the definite 
assignment 
of 
commanders, their staff officers and 
organizations to the higher tactical 
units 
which 
heretofore had 
always 
been done In times of stress and con­ 
fusion and after war had been de­ 
clared or hostilities begun; and. sec­ 
ond, the higher tactical training of 
the commanders, their staffs and the 
organizations so as to make them ef­ 
fective. 
“ The purpose of this order, in so far 
as the first object of the order is con­ 
cerned, has been accomplished,” tho. 
statement 
continued. 
"T he 
accom­ 
plishment of the second object of the 
order w ill not be so immediate or easy 
of execution, owing to circumstances 
over which the arm y has no control 
and as a result, in large measure, of 
the necessities which in the past may 
he said to have been vital to the de­ 
velopment of our country. 
The army 
is stationed in many posts and in 
many commands. 
This scattered con­ 
dition prevents that practical training 
of brigades and divisions and their 
commanders and staffs which is so- 
essential for w ar purposes.”

Mexico City, April 28.— Further evi­ 
dence of the aggressiveness of the 
northern rebels was given when sev­

of them, well armed 
and mounted, captured the town of 
Vanegas, on the National railway, in 
the state of San Luis Potosi. 
They

railw ay to 
the

and 
then moved over to Matheuala, a min­ 
ing and smelting center. 
Dozens 
of engagements 
have oc­ 
curred during the last week in various 
parts of the republic. 
The majority 
of these have been victories for the 
federals, according to reports here, but 
in no case have the rebels lost heav­ 
ily. 
The rebels continue to cover new' 
territory and cripple transportation fa­ 
cilities. 
More than 2,500 miles of tho 
National railw ays system are out of 
commission. 
To this is added a long 
stretch of the Southern Pacific south 
of Guaymas and other short inde­ 
pendent lines. 
The inability, up to date, of the gov­ 
ernment to float a loan is a serious 
handicap, 
but 
notwithstanding 
this 
President Huerta Is doggedly forcing 
the eampalgn. 
The recent announce­ 
ment that the arm y pay will he 1% 
pesos a day has been followed by 
fresh efforts to augment the ranks. 
Volunteers, for the most part by con­ 
scription, are being obtained here at 
the rate of one hundred a day. 
How- j 
ever, the government's campaign ap- j 
pears to be largely defensive. 


Dissension Among Rebels. 


Mexico 
City papers are 
printing 
stories of dissensions among the So­ 
nora rebels and assuring their read­ 
ers that the movement in the north i3 
disintegrating as a result. 
The gov­ 
ernment assurances that there are no 
rebels in the state of Sinalao are not 
supported by private advices, which 
indicate that even the capital of the 
state, Culiacan, is threatened. 
In the south Zapata and his allies 
are waging a terrible campaign of de­ 
struction. 
The government promises to pro­ 
ceed without mercy against the rebels 
in the south 
It is said that it in­ 
tends to deport men. women and chil­ 
dren to tho jungles of Quintana Roo 
when captured and w ill attempt to 
drive the others to the southern bound­ 
ary of this territory, which is popu­ 
larly described as Mexico’s Siberia. 
Because the telegraph lines over an 
enormous area are in control of the 
rebels accurate news is scarce and 
there have been no mails from abroad 
in three weeks. 
Tension in the cap­ 
ital. caused by the withdrawal of Gen­ 
eral Felix Diaz as candidate for the 
presidency, as a result of the refusal 
of congress to call the elections on 
Ju ly 27, has practically disappeared 
since President Huerta and his cab­ 
inet have agreed to make a new ef­ 
fort for the holding of the elections.
